Miss  Skir.ner’s  first  portrayal 
in  “The  Wives  of  Henry  VIII”  is 
that  of  Catherine  of,. Aragon,- who-, 
was  virtually  Queen  of  England 
for  24  years,  during  the  last  part 
of  which  she  suffered  poverty, 
ostracism  from  the  court,  and  de¬ 
cline  of  health.  Miss  Skinker 
shows  the  unfortunate  Catherine 
near  the  wane  of  her  regal  ca¬ 
reer,  stubbornly  refusing  Henry 
the  divorce  that  he  so  passion-, 
ately  desired.  In  1553,  how- 
ever,,  motivated  by  his  in  fa  tui¬ 
tion.  for  Anne  Boleyn  he  obtain¬ 
ed  a  divorce  on  the  technical 
ground  of  Catherine’s  previous 
marriage  to  his  brother,  Prince 
Arthur. 

Scene  in  London  Tower 

In  the  second  scene,  Miss 
Skjjnndr  captures  the-  imagina¬ 
tion  of.  her  audience  when  she 
presents  the  hapless  Anne  Bol- 
eyn,  who  was  first  of  Henry’s 
wives  to  die  on  the  block.  The 
scene  is  in  London  Tower.  The 
beautiful  Anne  is  awaiting  the 
executioner  with  mingled  feel¬ 
ings.  Miss  Skinner  presents  a 
picture  of  dark  despair*,  tender¬ 
ness  and  beauty. 

Another  compact  drama  fol¬ 
lows  with  the  characterization  of 
the  frail  Jane  Seymour,  daughter 
of  a  country  nobleman,  who  be¬ 
comes  the  third  wife  of  Henry 
VIII  shortly  after  the  execution 
of  Ainn  Rolejyn.  In  October, 
1537,  a  son  was  bom  of  the  un¬ 
ion,  a  son.  who  later  became  Ed¬ 
ward  VI.  A  few  days  after  the 
birth  of  the  chiild,  Jane  Sey¬ 
mour’s  'health  proved  fatal. 

Does  Not  Share  Tragedy 

Anne  of  Cloves  is  the  next 
impresicn.  The  audience  sees 
this  unusual  figure  in  1540. 
Daughter  of  the  Lutheran  Duke 
of  Cleves,  she,  however,  does 
not  share  the  tragedy  of  'her  pre¬ 
decessors.  Forced  ipto  mar¬ 
riage  with  this  ugly  duckling  be¬ 
cause  of  political  expediency, 
Henry  divorced  her  almost  im¬ 
mediately. 

Again  tragedy  enters  into  the 
picture  with  Katheryn  Howard, 
first  cousin  of  Anne  Boleyn,  who 
becamle  Henry’s  fifth  wife  at  a 
time  when  he  was  ridden  with 
disease.  Henry  'was  fond  of  his 
young  wife,  but  she  shared  the 
throne  barely  two  years  before 
she  was  beheaded  as  a  result  of 
her  infidelity. 

Portrays  Katherine  Parr 

The  final  portrayal  is  of 
Katherine,  Parr,  last  of  Henry’s 
wives.  Twice  a  widow,  Kath¬ 
erine  exerted  a  powerful  influ¬

We  are  entering  another  year  of  war,  which 
will  become  increasingly  significant  to  our 
campus  as  the  WAVES  receive  training  here. 
We  should  do '’more  than  become  conscious 
of  the  war  situation — we  should  direct  all  of 
our  efforts  toward  winning  the  war  and  the 
peace .  Some_prganized  effort  has  been  made, 
but  not  enough. 

There  is  a  great  need  for  campus  unity  for 
our  contribution  to  the  war  program.  Various 
groups  have  attempted  such,  projects  as  the 
rolling  of  surgical-  dressings,  selling  of  War 
Stamps  and  Bonds,  and  sewing  for  the  Red 
Cross.  'Response  has  been  discouraging. 
These  groups,  conscientious  of  the  war  situation 
and  eager  to  help,  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  every  ndeavor  in  this  direction.  Yet 
there  needs  to  be  a  representative  student 
group  to  systematize  the  war  program.  This 
task  is  far  too  great  for  any  small  group  to 
attempt  alone.  Therefore  suggestions  and 
cooperation  should  be  offered  by  every  cam¬ 
pus  group,  every  student. 

There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  htat 
could  be  done  on  our  campus;  work  that 
should  be  done;  work  that  must  be  done  if  all 
of  us  are  to  give  of  ourselves  to  win  this  war. 
The  important  phase  of  the  war  effort  here  is 
not  how  much  more  our  particular  club  does 
than  another.  It  is  what  our  school,  as  a  unit, . 
contributes:  what  citizens  of  our  country  do 
fr>-  j-i-io  welfare  of  our  United  States;  what  the 
Allied  Nations  cooperatively  do  to  bring  vic¬ 
tory  nearer.  Selfish  motives  have  no  place 
in  the  |n  ore^erve  the  democracy  that 

we  have;  to  build  ‘  the  democratic  principles 
that  we  hope  to  have.  Yet  each  individual 
will  receive  inestmable  benefit  for  all  of  the 
contributions  in  the  war  program. 

This  is  a  changing  world.  This  year  of 
1943  will  bring  changes  that  we  cannot  fore¬ 
see.  In  order  .to  function,  our  organizations, 
even  our  unorganized  activities,  must  have 
aliened  programs  in  order  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  present  time.  The  war  situation  de¬ 
mands  our  whcle-hearted  support  for  victory- 
We  must  be  conscious  of  war  and  plan  our 
every  college  experience  accordingly.  If  we 
fail  to  Dlan  accordingly  and  fail  to  carry  out 
such  plans,  we  have  failed  to  give  our  best 
in  this  war  program  for  peace  and  victory.

The  World  This  Week 


The  principal  news  this  week  on  the  home 
front  concerns  the  new  gasoline  ruling.  This 
ruling  prohibits  the  use  of  gasoline  for  social 
purposes,  and  authorizes  local  OPA  boards,  if 
necessary,  to  deny  violators  of  the  ruling  any 
further  gasoline. 

Hie  necessity  for  this  move  stems  from  the 
fact  that'  fuel  oil  must  be  shipped  in  large 
quantities  to  meet  the  needs  of  winter.  It  is 
impossible  to  carry  sufficient  gasloine  and 
sufficient  fuel  oil  to  meet  transportational  re¬ 
quirements  if  pleasure  driving  is  included 
under  permissable.  driving  regulations.  This 
situation  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
government:' 


People  who  insist  upon  pleasure  driving 
would  return  to  homes  which  would  return  to 
homes' which  were  poorly  heated  because  of  a 
scarcity  of  fuel  oil.  Price  Administrator  Leon 
Henderson  chose  this  move  as  an  alternative 
to  further  cuts  in  ration  coupon  value. 


Actually  the  elimination  of  peasure  driving 
is  a  small  sacrifice  to  make  for  added  comfort 
of  warm  homes.
